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Oral  contraceptives: 
'Scowen'  advises 
against  products 

Advance  warning  that  certain  oral  contraceptive  preparations 
are  more  liable  than  others  to  be  associated  with  thrombo- 
embolism, has  been  given  by  the  Committee  on  Safety  of 
Drugs. 


The  Committee's  full  statement 
is  as  follows: 

Approximately  half  the  oral 
contraceptives  prescribed  in  the 
United  Kingdom  contain  75 
microgrammes  or  more  of 
oestrogen  in  the  form  of  either 
mestranol  or  ethinyloestradiol; 
the  remainder  contain  only  50 
microgrammes. 

Reports  of  suspected  adverse 
reactions  received  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Safety  of  Drugs  now 
provide  evidence  that  the  inci- 
dence of  thrombo-embolism  is 
higher  among  women  taking 
preparations  containing  larger 
doses  of  oestrogen  than  among 
those  taking  preparations  con- 
taining the  smaller  dose. 

The  Committee  has  no  evi- 
dence that  oral  contraceptives 
containing  50  microgrammes  of 
oestrogen  are  less  effective  than 
the  others  and  recommends  that 
oral  contraceptives  containing 
the  smaller  dose  of  oestrogen 
should  normally  be  prescribed. 


New  antibiotics 
regulations 

The  Therapeutic  Substances 
(Manufacture  of  Antibiotics) 
Amendment  Regulations  1969, 
which  come  into  operation  on 
January  1,  increase  the  mini- 
mum potency  values  prescribed 
for  the  following  antibiotics: 

Streptomycin,  tetracycline, 
polymyxin  B  sulphate,  colistin 
sulphate,  viomycin,  bacitracin. 
Erythromycin,  vancomycin, 
neomycin  sulphate. 


'Expensive 

drugs' 

warning 

A  new  plea  to  doctors  to  take 
care  in  prescribing  expensive 
drugs  has  been  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Health. 

The  request  comes  in  a 
leaflet — the  front  page  is  here 
illustrated — which  says  "it 
would  be  greatly  appreciated  if 
great  care  were  taken  in  pres- 
cribing these  drugs  so  that  the 


quantity  prescribed  is  not  more 
than  the  patient  is  likely  to 
need."

Wastage 
on  drugs 

A  charge  that  "millions  of 
pounds  are  spent  on  drugs 
which  have  no  effect  at  all  or 
are  unsuitable  for  the  illness 
in  question""  was  made  in  the 
House  of  Commons  last  week 
by  Mr  John  Cronin. 

Mr  Cronin,  who  is  a  surgeon, 
alleged  that  drug  companies' 
"frenzied  promotion"  was  hav- 
ing a  powerful  psychological 
effect  on  doctors  which  was 
leading  to  a  reduction  of  cost- 
effectiveness  in  National  Health 
prescribing. 

Contending  that  a  cost- 
effectiveness  scheme  is  needed, 
Mr  Cronin  said:  "At  the 
moment  there  is  the  sacred 
principle  that  every  doctor  is 
entitled  to  prescribe  any 
treatment,  irrespective  of  its 
cost  effectiveness. 

"That  means  that  general 
practitioners  have  a  cheque 
book  problem  on  the  nation's 
finances  on  which  no  one  has 
any  control  whatsoever."

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Degree  ceremony  at 
Sunderland 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  Education  and  Science  (Mr  Edward 
Short  MP)  described  as  a  "tremendous  occasion,"  the  pre- 
sentation of  awards  to  students  of  Sunderland  Polytechnic  on 
December  5. 


He  showed  how  the  new 
polytechnics  had  evolved  from 
the  "Forster"  Act  —  now 
nearly  100  years  old  —  which 
had  established  elementary 
education  in  Britain. 

Its  effects  had  included  a 
demand  for  secondary  educa- 
tion, realised  from  about  1902. 
and  eventually  a  demand  for 
higher  education.  In  1963  Lord 
Robbins  had  forecast  339.000 
students  in  higher  education  in 
1969.  The  actual  total  for  the 
year  had  proved  to  be  443,000 
and  by  1979  that  figure  would 
perhaps  be  doubled. 

Major  problem  was  the  allo- 
cation of  resources.  Great 
Britain  lived  by  her  exports 
and  educational  problems  were 
increasing  because  of  greater 
sophistication  of  industry. 

His  department,  said  the 
Minister,  hoped  for  more  re- 
search in  polytechnics  to  be 
sponsored  by  local  industry.  In 
the  future,  both  universities 
and  the  polytechnics  must  be- 
come closely  associated  with 
industry  and  commerce,  with 
the  professions  and  with  the 
services,  and  some  sharing  of 
staffs  and  facilities  should  be 
considered. 

Mr  .Short  was  introduced  by 
Alderman  M.  Cohen,  whose 
claim  it  was  that  Sunderland 
had  been  well  in  advance  in 
thinking  along  the  Minister's 
lines.  One  of  the  first  of  the 
technical  colleges  to  be  desig- 
nated a  polytechnic,  it  had  fit- 
ted so  well  into  the  new 
picture  that  little  had  had  to 
be  altered  but  its  letterheadings. 


Some  pesticides 
to  be  banned 
for  home  use 

Withdrawal  of  DDT  prepara- 
tions for  control  of  insect  pests 
and  the  discontinuation  of  the 
use  of  DDT  in  home  gardens 
are  recommended  by  the  Ad- 
visory Committee  on  Pesticides 
and  Other  Toxic  Chemicals. 

The  Committee  also  want  to 
see  the  withdrawal  for  home, 
kitchen  and  larder  use  of  diel- 
drin  formulations  in  small 
retail  packs,  publication  of 
agreed  safety  precautions  for 
chlordane  and  discontinuation 
of  thermal  vaporisers  dis- 
charging DDT  or  gamma  BHC. 
Sale  of  dieldrin  for  home 
moth-proofing  should  cease, 
and  labelling  and  supply  of  all 
domestic  packs  of  pesticides 
should  be  controlled  by  legis- 
lation. 

The  recommendations  are 
contained  in  a  report  by  the 
Committee  on  a  number  of 
persistent  organo  -  chlorine 
pesticides  (aldrin.  camphechlor, 
chlordane.  DDT,  dieldrin.  en- 
dosulfan.  endrin.  heptachlor 
and  TDE).  The  Committee  have 
found  no  evidence  of  adverse 
effects  on  man  from  use  of 
these  substances  but  consider 
their  presence  in  the  environ- 
ment undesirable  even  at  low 
concentration.  There  is  no  case 
for  a  complete  withdrawal  of 
any  of  them  but  where  ade- 
quate alternatives  and  less  per- 
sistent compounds  exist  certain

of  their  current  uses  could 
cease. 

Other  recommendations  in- 
clude restrictions  on  certain 
agricultural,  horticultural  and 
food  storage  uses.  (Further 
Review  of  Certain  Persistent 
Organo  -  chlorine  Pesticides 
Used  in  Great  Britain,  HMSO, 
12s  6d). 

The  Minister  of  Agriculture 
Fisheries  and  Food.  Mr  Cled- 
wyn  Hughes,  has  accepted  the 
recommendations.  The  Govern- 
ment intends  to  implement 
those  relating  to  agriculture, 
horticulture.  food  storage, 
home  gardens  and  kitchens, 
probably  phasing  out  the  main 
uses  by  end  of  1970. 

Labelling  of 
medicines 

Circular  18/69  just  published 
by  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  gives  guid- 
ance on  the  custody  and  admin- 
istration of  medicines  for  resi- 
dents in  homes  for  the  elderly. 

Paragraph  six  reads:  'The 
dispensing  chemist  will  norm- 
ally label  each  item  with  the 
name  of  the  person  for  whom 
it  is  prescribed  and  with  instruc- 
tions for  its  use.  This  labelling 
must  not  be  changed  under  any 
circumstances  except  by  a  doc- 
tor. Where  labels  have  been 
detached  the  contents  should  be 
destroyed." 

Good  bookings 
for  Australia 

More  than  800  registrants  are 
expected  at  Australia's  first  In- 
ternational Pharmacy  Confer- 
ence, which  is  being  held  in 
Sydney  from  April  21 -May  1. 

Working  sessions  of  the  con- 
ference will  be  divided  into 
two  sections :  postgraduate  edu- 
cation in  pharmacy  and  the 
merchandising  pattern  for 
pharmacy  today  and  tomor- 
row. 

Decimal  training: 
free  seminars 

A  programme  of  one-day  semi- 
nars is  to  be  held  regularly 
throughout  1970  at  the  show- 
rooms of  Gross  Cash  Registers 
Ltd.  62  Baker  Street.  London 
W  1.  where  a  decimalisation 
centre  has  been  established. 

The  centre  will  include  a 
lecture  room  with  cinema  faci- 
lities, a  demical  minishop  for 
practical  training  and  literature 
and  training  aids  to  cover  all 
aspects  of  decimalisation  as  it 
affects  the  retail  trades. 

No  charge  is  made  for  ad- 
mission, but  numbers  attending 
will  be  limited  to  30  at  any 
one  meeting. 


Discussion  at 
wholesalers' 
annual  dinner 

The  Government  has  realised 
that  paraquat  is  a  highly-dan- 
gerous preparation  that  calls 
for  rigid  control  in  handling, 
said  Mr.  T.  R.  Miller,  pre- 
sident. Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland,  at  the  annual  dinner 
of  the  Wholesale  Drug  Federa- 
tion of  Ireland,  recently. 

He  was  referring  to  pending 
new  legislation  on  agro-chemi- 
cals. A  number  of  hormone 
preparations  also  required  spe- 
cial supervision  and  he  be- 
lieved that  pharmacists  should 
be  their  absolute  controllers. 
At  present,  hardware  stores, 
grocers  and  other  outlets  were 
allowed  to  handle  certain  pre- 
parations, but  under  the  pro- 
posed Act,  new  agro-chemi- 
cals would  be  listed  as  poisons 
and  their  sale  would  then 
come  primarily  through  phar- 
macies. 

Mr  Miller  said  he  hoped  that 
in  the  near  future  this  matter 
could  be  discussed  with  mem- 
bers of  the  Federation. 

Mr  a.  C.  Martin,  president. 
Pharmaceutical  and  Allied  In- 
dustries' Association,  said  that 
at  the  moment  avaricious  sel- 
lers were  putting  paraquat  into 
stout  and  mineral  bottles  in 
order  to  get  a  little  more  for 
a  pint  than  they  would  get  for 
a  gallon.  If  they  sold  it  as 
packed  by  the  manufacturer 
there  would  be  no  ensuing 
trouble. 

Mr.  John  P.  Holland,  who 
presided,  said  that  the  Federa- 
tion fully  appreciated  the  liai- 
son that  existed  between  it  and 
the  Society. 

Apprenticeship 
shortage 

The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Stu- 
dents' Association  is  seeking 
the  names  of  retail  pharmacists 
willing  to  employ  degree  stu- 
dents for  their  12-months  ap- 
prenticeship. Obtaining  places 
is  a  problem  that  increases 
every  year,  says  the  associa- 
tion. 

The  Association's  new  presi- 
dent is  Mr  J.  Forristal  who 
was  elected  under  a  recent 
amendment  to  the  constitution 
which  allows  a  graduate  of  one 
year  to  hold  the  office.  Mr 
Forristal  has  been  a  member 
of  the  council  for  two  years 
and  was  its  secretary  for  one 
of  those  years. 
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Details  of  Scotland's 
remuneration  survey 

Details  of  the  current  chemist  contractors'  remuneration  sur- 
vey in  Scotland  are  given  in  the  report  for  1969  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  General  Council  (Scotland). 
The  survey  is  being  under- 


taken on  behalf  of  Committee 
B  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council  by  P.A. 
Management  Consultants  Ltd. 
The  start  of  the  survey  was  de- 
layed for  several  months  due 
to  Treasury  insistence  that 
three  firms  of  consultants  be 
interviewed  by  the  Joint  Work- 
ing Party  before  one  was  selec- 
ted to  carry  out  the  investiga- 
tion. 

A  sample  of  114  pharmacies 
was  selected  statistically  to  be 
representative  of  chemist  con- 
tractors throughout  Scotland. 
As  in  the  1965  inquiry,  the  ser- 
vices of  trained  observers  have 
been  used  to  carry  out  the 
necessary  "activity  sampling." 

"The  work  is  progressing 
smoothly  and  the  management 
consultants  intend  to  produce 
an  interim  report  when  some  of 
the  early  results  are  available." 
It  is  expected  that  the  final 
report  will  be  available  towards 
the  end  of  1970. 

The  report  shows  that  the 
number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed by  Scottish  chemists  in 
the  year  following  the  introduc- 
tion of  prescription  charges 
was  only  6  per  cent  down  on 
the  previous  year — but  the 
average  value  rose  by  2s  to  a 
record  14s  3d.  "As  the  number 
of  prescriptions  per  form  is 
r4,  the  average  ECIO  form  is 
now  equivalent  in  value  to  a 
£1  note." 

Among  888  formal  samples 
taken  under  the  Scottish  Drug 
Testing  Scheme  in  the  year  to 
June  last,  12  samples  were  the 
subject  of  adverse  reports.  Six 
were  due  to  errors  in  the 
quantity  dispensed  and  in  the 
others  the  container  was  not 
considered  satisfactory. 

Adverse  comments  on  con- 
tainers included  dispensing  of 
tablets  and  capsules  in  skillets 
and  corruganza  boxes. 

Sulphuric  acid 
sales  higher 

Although  production  of  sul- 
phuric acid  in  the  third  quarter 
at  789,482  tons  was  down  by 
15  per  cent  on  the  third  quarter 
of  1968  consumption  was  4-3 
per  cent  higher  at  931,337  tons. 
The  figures  relate  to  acid  (100 
per  cent  H^SO^)  produced  by 
members  of  the  National  Sul- 
phuric Acid  Association. 


"New  approach" 
to  medical 
exhibitions 

Two  former  regional  managers 
of  a  pharmaceutical  firm  have 
resigned  to  form  their  own 
company,  specialising  in  exhi- 
bition work. 

They  are  Messrs  Jim  Telling 
and  Glynne  Robbins.  The  new 
company  is  Medical  and  Sur- 
gical Exhibitions  (Bristol)  Ltd, 
leased  at  11  St  Davids  Road, 
Thornbury,  Bristol  and  with 
offices  and  warehouse  at  Ponty- 
pool  and  Cwmbran,  Mon. 

By  setting  up  exhibitions  at 
various  centres  up  and  down 
the  country,  they  hope  to 
further  a  better  environment 
for  the  promotion  of  pharma- 
ceutical and  surgical  speciali- 
ties. The  exhibitions  will  coin- 
cide with  major  functions  at 
the  numerous  post  graduate 
centres. 

Pharmacy  service 
query  in  House 

A  planned  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vice was  referred  to  in  the 
House  of  Commons  this  week 
when  Mr  T.  Iremonger  asked 
what  action  the  Ministry  was 
taking  on  the  representations 
made  by  the  Executive  Council 
for  North-east  London  about 
the  decline  in  pharmaceutical 
services  serving  its  area. 

Dr  John  Dunwoody,  Parlia- 
mentary Under  Secretary,  re- 
plied :  "The  North-east  Lon- 
don Executive  Council  advoca- 
ted a  planned  distribution  of 
pharmacies.  As  was  stated  on 
November  17,  the  first  report 
of  a  committee  set  up  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  to  consider  the 
introduction  of  a  measure  of 
control  over  the  location  of 
pharmacies  is  receiving  con- 
sideration in  my  department." 

Mr  Iremonger  also  asked 
what  recent  advances  had  been 
made  in  the  treatment  of 
schizophrenia  with  special 
reference  to  the  development 
of  bio-chemical  remedies. 

Dr  Dunwoody  stated  "In  the 
past  few  years,  long-acting  pre- 
parations of  tranquillising  drugs 
have  been  developed  which  are 
of  value  in  the  treatment  of 
schizophrenia.    Possible  bio-

chemical  causes  of  schizo- 
phrenia continue  to  be  investi- 
gated, but  I  am  advised  that 
there  are  as  yet  no  develop- 
ments which  suggest  that  a 
specific  biochemical  treatment 
is  effective." 

Mr  Iremonger:  "Could  you 
be  specific  on  two  points — first, 
about  the  investigations  into 
the  Hofl'er  and  Osmond  Niacin 
treatment:  second,  about  the 
use  of  injections  instead  of 
pills  to  cut  the  readmittance 
rate  for  discharged  schizo- 
phrenic patients?" 

Dr  Dunwoody:  "I  am  aware 
of  the  experiments  of  Hoffer 
and  Osmond  in  the  use  of 
niacin,  but  I  am  advised  that 
the  results  are  unproved.  How- 
ever, this  drug  is  available 
freely  under  the  National 
Health  Service.  As  regards  in- 
jections, the  position  is  that 
drugs  of  a  type  which  have 
been  used  orally  for  a  long 
time  are  now  available  in  injec- 
tion form.  They  can  be  much 
more  effective  because  they 
guarantee  that  the  patient  re- 
ceives the  drug. 

Mrs  F.  Hooley  asked  for  the 
most  recent  estimate  of  the  net 
yield  of  prescription  charges  in 
the  current  financial  year. 

Dr  Dunwoody:  "About 
£16'5  million  after  allowing  for 
administration  and  other  costs. 
In  addition,  prescription 
charges  were  followed  by 
moderation  of  demand  on  the 
service  which  produced  a  fur- 
ther saving  in  public  expendi- 
ture giving  an  estimated  total 
of  about  £25  million." 


Migraine  appeal 
launched 

The  Lord  Mayor  of  London 
formally  launched  the  Migraine 
Trust's  "city  clinic"  appeal  at 
the  Mansion  House  on  Decem- 
ber 16. 

The  clinic,  to  be  built  ad- 
joining St  Bartholomew's  Hos- 
pital (C&D  October  25,  p370), 
will  be  a  treatment  and  re- 
search centre  devoted  to 
patients  suffering  migraine 
attacks  while  working  in  the 
city  of  London.  It  will  enable 
the  consultants  in  charge  to 
examine  patients  during  at- 
tacks —  something  they  are 
rarely  able  to  do  —  and  if  the 
patient  cannot  be  moved,  the 
consultant  will  go  to  his  place 
of  work. 

Cost  of  the  project  is  expected 
to  be  £100,000  over  the  first  five 
years  and  £21,000  is  required 
to  get  it  off  the  ground.  The 
clinic  is  due  to  open  on  May 
20,  1970. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the 
appeal  launch  was  Sir  Barnes 
Wallis,  himself  a  migraine  suf- 
ferer, who  estimated  that  he 
had  had  at  least  1,000  attacks 
in  70  years,  accounting  in  time 
for  some  4-5  per  cent  of  his 
working  life.  Recognising  that 
about  10  per  cent  of  the  popu- 
lation suffers  from  migrane. 
Sir  Barnes  asked  employers  to 
consider  how  much  money 
could  be  saved  if  the  condition 
could  be  alleviated.

The  new 
paragraph  6  on  advertising  was  approved 
with  the  help  of  the  chairman's  casting 
vote,  the  other  changes  unanimously. 


Hazards  of  modern  living 

We  live  in  a  world  of  hazards.  We  have — perhaps  I  should  say  some  of  us 
have — paid  two  visits  to  the  Moon,  and  it  might  be  only  polite  on  the  part  of 
that  lady  if  she  returned  the  compliment.  The  powerful  nations  of  the  world 
are  proud  of  their  possession  of  sufficient  nuclear  devices  to  bring  about  total 
destruction  of  the  globe.  In  our  cities  we  live  in  an  atmosphere  of  perpetual 
blue  seas  brought  about  by  our  desire  to  travel  with  the  minimum  possible 
use  of  our  legs,  and  when  we  leave  the  centres  of  mass  population  we  venture 
on  to  the  roads,  on  which  there  can  be  anything  up  to  50  accidents  inside  the 
short  space  of  one  minute.  Such  hazards  have  been  growing  over  the  years, 
and  we  have  come  to  accept  them. 

But  every  now  and  then  other  dangers  are  brought  quite  forcibly  to  our 
notice.  Certain  sweetening  agents,  food  additives  that  were  unknown  to  us  in 
earlier  years,  have  come  under  suspicion,  and  the  world  at  once  displays  an 
apprehension  beside  which  the  hazards  of  nuclear  fission  and  radiation  pale 
into  insignificance. 

Of  course,  it  may  be  said  that  the  individual  can  do  more  about  sweeteners 
and  food  additives,  if  he  knows  they  are  there,  by  refusing  to  purchase  such 
goods  and  going  back  to  such  natural  products  as  may  be  left  untainted  by 
the  marvels  of  modern  science,  if  such  there  be.  With  that  lengthy  preamble 
[  go  now  to  last  week's  disclosures  concerning  contraceptive  "pills",  as  they 
are  always  called,  though  any  I  have  handled  look  to  me  to  be  more  like 
tablets.  Thanks  to  the  Press  and  radio,  doctors  and  pharmacists  have  been 
given  information  that  one  might  have  thought  would  have  reached  them 
through  more  orthodox  channels  in  advance  of  the  general  public.  In  the 
general  picture  one  even  might  have  thought  that  another  twelve  hours  would 
not  have  led  to  irretrievable  disaster  for  womankind. 

Quick  public  reaction 

As  in  the  case  of  the  sweeteners,  there  was  a  quick  public  reaction  to  the 
information  concerning  the  dangers  of  some  of  the  oral  contraceptives,  and 
doctor  and  pharmacist  were  made  aware  of  it  almost  immediately.  That  there 
might  be  some  risk  attached  to  the  product  had  been  known  for  quite  some 
time,  not  only  to  those  who  prescribe  and  dispense,  but  also  to  the  public 
at  large.  But  none  of  that  had  the  authority  of  the  pronouncement  from  the 
Committee  on  the  Safety  of  Drugs,  and  its  statement  had  a  profound  efl'ect. 
Reports  of  the  views  of  manufacturers  followed  the  expected  lines,  namely  that 
there  was  lack  of  evidence;  that,  in  anticipation,  those  who  have  not  yet 
launched  a  lower-dosage  product  are  to,  do  so  almost  at  once;  that  they  may 
lose  £4m.  on  their  existing  stocks,  but  that  they  could  not  make  a  statement 
as  to  how  those  stocks  would  be  disposed  of,  and  that  one  company  already 
in  the  field  was  optimistic  that  it  would  increase  its  share  of  the  market.  But 
since  all  my  information  comes  from  the  lay  Press,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to 
vouch  for  the  accuracy  of  the  statement  made. 

Good  tidings 

Now,  by  way  of  the  season's  greetings  from  Bloomsbury  Square  we  learn  from 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  (Mr  Harry  Steinman)  that  an  estimated  deficit 
of  £16,000  has  been  converted  into  an  estimated  surplus  of  more  than  £5,000. 
Mr  Steinman,  at  the  December  meeting  of  the  Society's  Council,  said  that  he 
wished  to  record  the  thanks  of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee 
to  Council  and  staff  for  bringing  about  the  change. 

I  add  mine,  and  extend  greetings  to  all  concerned  and  to  the  Society's  mem- 
bers as  a  whole  and,  as  Tiny  Tim  observed  many  years  ago:  "God  bless  us 
every  one".

From  South  Africa  Mr  Moser  went  to 
Mozambique  and  Zambia,  where  business 
is  "flourishing."

that  where  four  years  ago  most  of  the 
demand  came  from  expatriates,  now  that 
the  Zambian  has  a  higher  standard  of  liv- 
ing so  the  market  is  expanding. 

As  the  man  on  the  spot,  Mr  Moser  was 
able  to  sell  in  the  whole  range  of  Radian 
products  in  Sudan. 

He  believes  it  cannot  be  over-empha- 
sised that  the  way  to  achieve  export  busi- 
ness is  to  "go  and  see  for  oneself."  There 
are  immediate  rewards  in  the  way  of  new 
orders  booked  but  the  long  term  benefits 
often  only  manifest  themselves  12  months 
or  2  years  later.

Owen  H.  Waller,  Editor  of  the  Chemist  and  Druggist 
for  19  years,  retires  on  January  17.  His  mark  on  the  paper 
he  served  so  long,  and,  indeed,  on  pharmaceutical  journal- 
ism, remains  indelible. 

The  eighth  Editor  of  the  C  &  D  since  its  birth  in  1859, 
he  has  occupied  the  chair  longer  than  any  of  his  prede- 
cessors except  Alfred  C.  Wootton,  who  was  Editor  for 
30  years. 

A  measure  of  Owen  Waller's  contribution  to  his  chosen 
industry  is  in  his  designation  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  June  1966,  "For  Distinction  in  Pharma- 
ceutical Journalism." 

All  those  who  have  known  him,  colleagues  and  members 
of  the  profession  alike,  deemed  that  honour  a  just  tribute 
to  a  man  who  is  wedded  to  his  occupation  and  has  made 
a  real  contribution  to  the  interests  of  the  profession  of 
pharmacy. 

A  highlight  of  his  long  career  was  the  production,  in 
1959,  of  the  Centenary  issue  of  the  C  &  D.  Totalling  266 
pages,  it  included  glowing  tributes  from  advertisers  who 
had  supported  the  paper  since  its  inception. 

He  came  into  pharmaceutical  journalism  from  the 
advertising  side  of  the  industry  and  is  a  devotee  of  sound 
typography,  being  a  former  President  of  the  Society  of 
Typographical  Designers. 

Mr  Waller  has  been  an  Editor  of  the  "old  school"  and 
his  hand  has  been  dominant  in  guiding  the  C  &  D's  direc- 
tion and  policy.  His  judgment  has  been  borne  out  beyond 
doubt  by  the  high  standing  of  the  paper  throughout  the 
past  two  decades,  both  in  professional  circles  and  the 
industry. 

He  has  always  been  ready  to  pass  on  the  benefits  of  his 


own  exnerience  and  skills,  and  many  of  the  people  in- 
volved in  pliarmaceutical  journalism  today  owe  a  great 
deal  to  his  tuition. 

Owen  Waller  wrote  easily  on  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 
His  interests  were  many  and  diverse,  yet  he  did  not  readily 
disclose  the  depth  of  his  knowledge  to  those  meeting  him 
for  the  first  time. 

Although  he  could  be  intensely  critical  in  his  essays, 
he  was  never  malicious.  His  gentle  make-up  caused  him 
often  to  avoid  direct  argument  in  order  not  to  hurt  his 
friends  or  colleagues. 

The  soundness  of  his  judgment  in  pharmaceutical 
matters  has  been  widely  appreciated.  During  the  last 
decade  those  eminent  in  pharmacy  have  recognised  his 
integrity  and  sought  his  advice  —  and  no  doubt  many  will 
continue  to  do  so. 

He  will  be  greatly  missed  by  his  colleagues,  as  a  man 
with  tremendous  capacity  for  work  and  the  willingness  to 
undertake  more  than  his  share  of  even  the  most  routine 
duties. 

Both  he  and  his  wife,  who  has  been  v/ith  him  at  many 
of  the  social  and  business  functions  over  the  years,  will 
be  wished  a  happy  and  long  retirement. 

Arthur  Wright  takes  over  the  chair  on  January  1,  when 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  moves  to  its  new  home  at 
12  Dyott  Street,  London  WC  1.  He  has  been  Deputy  Editor 
for  the  past  e-ght  years  and  brings  to  the  chair  an  un- 
rivalled knowledge  of  pharmacy  in  professional  and  com- 
mercial terms.

At  one  time  or  another  practically  every- 
body has  been  in  the  position  of  job  hunt- 
ing. This  book  discusses  the  use  of  various 
agencies  and  departments  that  exist  mainly 
to  help  the  executive  or  professional  per- 
son seeking  new  employment.  Particular 
emphasis  is  given  to  the  topical  problems 
of  redundancy  and  the  position  of  the 
older  man. 

In  a  chapter  dealing  with  salaries,  the 
author  asserts  that  "any  man  who  has 
been  in  regular  employment  with  his 
company  for  five  years  or  more  is  under- 
paid." Most  employees  will  echo  those 
sentiments. 

How  to  go  about  realising  the  25  per 
cent  increase  one  should  expect  on  moving 
for   surrendering   seniority   and  perhaps 


pension  rights,  forms  part  of  the  con- 
tents of  this  readable  book. 

But  there  is  advice  for  the  employer  as 
well,  gleaned  from  the  author's  experience 
as  a  personnel  manager  in  a  large  pharma- 
ceutical company  and  later  as  head  of 
the  appointments  division  of  a  firm  of 
management  consultants.

The  author  has  provided  a  book  for  in- 
troductory courses  in  inorganic  chemistry 
that  covers  what  he  describes  a^  "the 
neglected  field  of  descriptive  chemistry." 
Descriptive  chemistry  is  defined  by  the 
author  as  "a  consideration  of  the  elements 
from  the  point  of  view  of  where  they 
come  from,  how  they  are  prepared,  what 
some  of  their  important  compounds  are, 
and  their  analytical  reactions. 

Hydrogen  is  given  a  chapter  on  its 
own  and  the  book  works  through  the 
periodic  table  giving  a  general  survey  of 
each  family  of  elements  followed  by  in- 
dividual consideration  of  the  elements  in 
that  family.  The  rare  earths  are  considered 
as  a  group  in  a  short  chapter  towards  the 
end  of  the  book. 

The  following  chapter  briefly  discusses 
the  activide  metals  and  the  final  chapter 
treats  the  rare  gases  as  a  group.  Almost 
half  its  three  pages  are  concerned  with 
xenon  compounds.

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The  future  of  packaging 
in  pharmaceuticals 

Adequate  protection  of  the  product,  without  undue  addition  to  its  price  —  these 
are  the  cardinal  points  that  will  continue  to  dominate  all  considerations  of  pack- 
aging pharmaceutical  products  in  the  next  10  years. 

Link  with  those  the  need  for  easy  extraction  of  a  product  from  its  pack,  and 
you  have  the  prime  requirements  outlined  at  the  "Packaging  for  the  7()"s"  conference — 
held  at  last  week's  Interphex  exhibition  at  Olympia — sponsored  by  the  Proprietary 
Association  of  Great  Britain. 


First  view  came  from  the  Consumer  Coun- 
cil, whose  spokesman  declared  that  consu- 
mers share  with  reputable  manufacturers 
the  desire  to  reconcile  the  elements  of 
preventing  damage  and  of  extra  cost. 

The  Council,  he  said,  was  concerned 
that  "gift-wrapping"  of  luxury  cosmetics 
should  not  spread  to  more  utilitarian 
articles. 

As  it  was  difficult  to  compare  the  con- 
tents of  two  packages  of  considerably  dif- 
ferent shapes,  consumers  might  press  for 
clearer,  more  intelligible,  quantity  mark- 
ing, he  added.  Present  quantity-marking  of 
toothpaste — some  in  grams  and  some  in 
CCS — was  confusing,  and  even  ludicrous. 

Labels  should  not  carry  too  much  text, 
or  too  many  warnings.  Manufacturers 
should  seek  ways  of  distinguishing  dan- 
gerous products,  such  as  a  red  line  round 
the  pack. 

The  retail  view 

Mr  Allen  Aldington  put  a  chemist's 
viewpoint.  He  said  that,  for  over-the-coun- 
ter products,  the  important  factors  were 
the  condition  of  the  article,  its  title,  des- 
cription and  indications;  and  the  instruc- 
tions for  use.  For  dispensed  preparations 
the  chemist  was  concerned  to  deliver  in 
perfect  condition  what  the  doctor  ordered, 
in  the  strength  and  quantity  prescribed, 
clearly  labelled  as  indicated  by  the  doc- 
tor, in  suitable  container,  and  with  verbal 
instructions  where  necessary. 

For  tablets,  some  of  which  were  cer- 
tain to  break  in  a  bottle,  there  was  obvi- 
ous advantage  in  individual  strip  packing. 
Some  such  packs  raised  problems  for 
older,  arthritic  patients,  and  when  it  be- 
came necessary  to  use  a  pair  of  scissors 
to  obtain  the  tablet  "that  was  the  end." 
Pack  designers  should  remember  that,  in 
general,  patients  were  not  quite  them- 
selves and  that  any  slight  irritation  was 
magnified  a  thousandfold. 

For  potent  preparations  such  as  contra- 
ceptive tablets  and  the  daily  dose  in  iron 
therapy,  the  push-out  bubble  pack  card 
was  ideal.  Reversion  to  card  cartons  for 
lozenges  was  not  to  be  condoned.  The 
ideal  seemed  to  be  the  hinged-lid  tin. 
Vacuum-sealed  tins  annoyed  many  custo- 
mers. 

On  all  forms  of  pack  the  simplest  and 
clearest  of  descriptions  and  dosages  were 
necessary.  Additional  packing  material 
and  descriptive  leaflets  were,  in  the  main, 
just  waste  paper. 

Few  of  the  plastic  presentations  for 
creams  and  ointments  had  been  success- 
ful, but  a  plastic  tube  was  essential  for 
the  5-g  eye-ointment  tube.  Even  that  might 
be  superseded  by  a  single-dose  capsule- 
type  unit. 


Medicinally,  the  metered-dose  valve  for 
aerosol  presentation  was  a  vast  improve- 
ment. "If  only  we  could  persuade  the 
patient  that  each  pressure  on  the  valve 
delivers  just  one  dose." 

For  injection  solutions,  Mr  Aldington 
welcomed  the  progress  towards  unit  packs. 
A  filled  sterile  disposable  syringe  seemed 
to  be  the  ideal. 

Speaking  as  a  wholesale  distributor.  Mr 
E.   R.   Leaver   (National   Association  of 


Pharmaceutical  Distributors)  suggested 
that  prescription  products  should  be  mar- 
keted in  one  size  only.  That  should  enable 
manufacturers  to  reduce  production  costs. 

Unit  dispensing  packs  could  also  be  fit- 
ted with  roll-on  metal  strip  caps,  so  en- 
abling the  distributor  to  determine  if  the 
contents  have  been  tampered  with. 

If  unit  packs  could  not  be  made  stan- 
dard, manufacturers  should  compile  their 
large  dispensing  units  to  contain  multiples 
of  the  smaller  standard  treatments. 

All  packages  should  be  presented  in  in- 
dividual, clearly  labelled  cartons,  prefer- 
ably fdm-wrapp£d  to  prevent  soiling  and 
pilferage,  and  including  any  ancillary 
equipment  such  as  measuring  spoons  or 
eye  pipettes. 

Ideally,  the  label  on  a  unit  pack  would 
give  only  the  name  of  the  product,  its 
type  (tablet,  syrup),  quantity  and  strength. 
It  should  not  be  beyond  the  ingenuity  of 
manufacturers  to  locate  statutory  informa- 
tion on  the  sides  of  the  label,  leaving  the 
centre  clear  for  name,  strength  and  quan- 
tity. 

Square  or  sloping  shouldered  glass  con- 
tainers resulted  in  a  high  rate  of  break- 
age. The  traditional,  round  2-litre  glass 
bottle  took  up  considerable  storage  space, 
was  inconvenient  to  handle  and  pack  and 
was  easily  broken.  A  strong,  square-shaped 
container  could,  surely,  be  produced  from 
some  inert  material. 

Outers  accommodating  12  units  in  three 
lines  of  four  or  two  lines  of  six  were  con- 
venient. Under  metrication  distributors 
would  accept  outers  of  10  or  preferably 
20  units,  but  on  the  Continent,  strangely, 
dozens  and  grosses  were  still  standard 
sizes. 

Provided  unit  packs  w?re  film-wrapped 


outer  cartons  of  boarc 


v/^.e  unnecessary. 


Wraps  of  12  or  20  canoned  units  were 
handled  without  difficulty. 


The  wholesaler  had  to  handle  packages 
varying  from  a  small  box  containing  two 
or  three  dozen  hairgrips  to  a  bulky  pack 
of  disposable  napkins.  If  the  chemist 
could  be  educated  to  accept  outer  cartons 
of  regular  selling  lines,  problems  would 
be  solved. 

Meanwhile,  the  wholesaler  will  still  be 
required  to  break  down  the  manufac- 
turer's carton,  so  all  products  for  sale 
direct  to  the  consumer  should  be  individu- 
ally cartoned. 

The  manufacturers'  view  was  put  by  Mr 
Ted  Cooper  (director,  THM  Design  Con- 
sultants Ltd),  who  summarised  the  impor- 
tance of  visual  communication  and  stressed 
that  the  package  must  be  appropriate  for 
the  marketing  requirement.  It  had  to  pro- 
vide adequate  protection,  gain  the  con- 
sumer's acceptance  and  be  as  distinctive 
as  possible.  Overall  development  was  limi- 
ted by  cost  restriction  within  the  retail 
selling  price. 

Self-service  techniques  demanded  that 
product  presentation  should  communicate 
immediately  the  desired  impressions  of  the 
product. 

The  objective  in  the  7()'s  should  be  to 
destroy,  once  and  for  all,  any  barriers 
between  the  businessess  of  design  and  in- 
dustry. 

Aerosol  developments  were  reviewed  by 
Mr  J.  P.  Green  (aerosol  division,  Metal 
Box  Co  Ltd).  He  said  that,  in  1968,  some- 
thing like  3,700  million  aerosols  were  pro- 
duced throughout  the  world,  90  per  cent 
of  them  in  Europe  and  the  United  States. 

Market  expansion  predicted 

Over  the  past  few  years  the  progress  of 
the  European  aerosol  industry  had  been 
a  replica  of  that  in  the  United  States  six 
years  ago. 

So  it  was  not  unreasonable  to  expect, 
in  the  European  market,  an  expansion 
from  just  over  1,000  million  units  in  1968 
to  something  like  2j  thousand  million 
units  in  1975. 

In  the  original  "bug  bumb''  aerosol,  in- 
secticide and  propellant  comprised  a  single 
liquid  phase.  The  product  left  its  container 
not  in  the  form  in  which  it  was  filled,  but 
either  as  more  or  less  finely  divided  par- 
ticles or  as  a  foam.  Unchanged  product 
could  be  propelled  from  an  aerosol  con- 
tainer by  using  a  propellant  completely  im- 
miscible with  the  product  (for  example, 
compressed  nitrogen  gas  for  toothpaste). 
An  alternative  was  to  put  the  product 
into  a  container  within  the  aerosol  package 
and  surround  that  with  propellant,  or  to 
use  a  diaphragm  to  separate  product  from 
propellant. 

Glass  aerosols  had  limitations  of  pres- 
sure. The  conventional  cylindrical  shape  of 
a  metal  aerosol  package  was  dictated  by 
considerations  of  strength  in  relation  to 
geometry  and  the  high-speed  manufactur- 
ing technique  essential  to  keep  package 
costs  low.  Design  freedom  in  plastic  pack- 
aging could  be  exploited  by  using  a  lique- 
fied gas  propellant  to  suck  product  from  a 
suitable  reservoir.  Propellant  and  product 
remained  separate  except  at  the  point  of 
exit,  so  there  were  no  compatibility  prob- 
lems. The  product  reservoir  was  never 
pressurised  and  had  to  withstand  only  a 
slight  vacuum. 
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FROM  APOTHECARY 
TO  PHARMACIST

AUSTRALIA 


In  a  series  of  studies  on  the  history  of 
pharmacy  in  Australia,  Attiwill  quotes, 
from  the  Australian  Encyclopedia,  that  the 
first  settlement  of  1788  had  a  medical  staff 
of  five  surgeons  who  did  their  own  dis- 
pensing assisted  by  naval  petty  officers  and 
an  occasional  convict  servant.  The  apothe- 
caries (druggists)  came  later,  at  a  time 
when  fully  qualified  medical  practitioners 
were  so  few  that  the  apothecaries  were 
looked  upon  as  'medical  men.'  The  first 
hospital  was  built  in  1794.  As  the  popula- 
tion grew  beyond  the  capacity  of  the 
Government  medical  officers  and  dispen- 
sers, the  apothecaries  (druggists)  gradually 
took  over  more  of  the  work  of  compound- 
ing medicines. 

Victoria 

First  mention  of  the  word  'chemist'  in 
Australia,  says  Attiwill,  was  in  a  map  of 
Melbourne,  published  in  the  late  1830s. 
It  probably  referred  to  the  establishment 
of  Dr  Barry  Cotter,  who  described  him- 
self as  a  surgeon,  druggist  and  purveyor 
of  groceries  and  chemicals.  The  establish- 
ment was  founded  in  1839  at  the  corner  of 
Collins  Street  and  Queen  Street  and, 
though  it  has  changed  both  ownership  and 
situation,  has  been  in  continuous  existence 
until  the  present. 

In  the  1840's  the  partnership  was  dis- 
solved and  the  premises,  then  known  as  a 
dispensary,  were  sold  to  R.  Wilson  & 
Co  chemists  and  druggists. 

The  Royal  Melbourne  Hospital's  first 
available  report,  that  of  1862,  includes  a 
reference  to  Mr  Charles  Curtis  as  'Dis- 


penser', a  title  changed  to  'Chief  Pharma- 
cist' in  1943. 

Attiwill  considers  that  the  first  authen- 
ticated pharmacist  in  Melbourne  was  Ed- 
ward Wollaston,  who  arrived  there  in 
1849.  His  pharmacy  was  known  as  the 
'Medical  Hall.'  Later  he  was  'Dispenser' 
at  the  Colonial  Hospital  and  at  the 
Women's  Hospital  and  then  had  several 
different  pharmacies.  Wollaston  had 
chemical  interests  and  was  a  pioneer  of 
gas  lighting  in  Melbourne. 

Among  old  pharmacies  in  the  Mel- 
bourne area  were  those  of  John  Kruse, 
Chemist  (est.  1858),  Francis  Longmore, 
who  used  the  titles  Pharmacist,  Family 
and  Dispensing  Chemist  and  Practical 
Chemist,  and  Long  &  Neild,  Chemists  and 
Druggists  (est.  1843).  The  first  president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Victoria, 
Frederick  Cooper,  was  probably  the  first 
chemist  and  druggist  to  conduct  (in  1940) 
a  pharmacy  in  Melbourne.  Another  early 
pharmacy  was  the  Chiltern  Medical  Hall 
established  in  1857. 

Dr  R.  Long  opened  a  pharmacy  in 
Bourke  Street,  Melbourne,  in  1843,  and 
called  it  a  dispensary. 

Illustrated  is  a  view  of  the  pharmacy 
of  W.  T.  Browne,  pioneer  chemist,  situ- 
ated in  the  North  West  Wimerra  district 
of  Victoria.  Also  shown  are  two  views 
of  the  modern  pharmacy  belonging  to  W. 
Grano  at  Richmond,  near  Melbourne. 

The  Victorian  Society  was  at  one  time 
called  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Aus- 
tralasia. Nigel  Manning  (personal  com- 
munication) has  told  the  author  that  the 
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title  'Apothecaries'  Hall'  was  one  of  those 
restricted  to  pharmacists  by  the  Pharmacy 
Act  of  1876.  and  is  still  restricted  by  the 
Victorian  Medical  Act  1959. 
New  South  Wales 

Probably  the  earliest  pharmacy  in 
Sydney  was  the  dispensary  of  Dr  G.  E. 
Elliott  which  was  managed  by  his  brother. 
It  soon  became  called  a  "chemist's  shop.' 
In  1859  its  name  was  changed  to  Elliott 
Brothers  Wholesale  Chemists  and  eventu- 
ally became  one  of  the  constituent  firms 
of  Drug  Houses  of  Australia  Ltd. 

The  foundation  of  the  New  South  Wales 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  a  direct  out- 
come of  the  Poisons  Act,  1874.  and  took 
place  at  a  meeting  in  the  Temperance 
Hall.  Pitt  Street,  on  June  6,  1876. 

Queensland 

One  of  the  earliest  pharmacies  in  Queens- 
land was  that  of  Moses  Ward,  a  chemist 
and  dentist,  who  in  1869  is  said  to 
have  been  one  of  four  chemists  in  the 
Brisbane  area  and  to  have  been  the  first 
wholesale  importer  into  the  colony.  Ward 
was  a  founder  member  of  the  first  trea- 
surer of  the  Queensland  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  founded  in  1880. 

Western  Australia 

Western  Australia  has  the  smallest  popu- 
lation of  the  Australian  States  and  not 
surprisingly  was  the  last  to  form  a 
pharmaceutical  society.  (In  1892.) 

South  Australia 

In  the  Crown  Colony  of  South  Australia 
one  of  the  earliest  pharmacies  was  that 


of  Birks  Chemists  Ltd.  Dr  Birks  set  up  as 
a  physician  with  a  dispensing  practice  in 
Angaston  (Austral.  J. P.,  1961).  In  1861 
his  eldest  son,  George  Napier  opened  a 
pharmacy  at  Walleroo,  the  first  pharmacy 
of  the  company,  which  is  still  in  existence. 

In  1881,  there  were  already  191  chem- 
ists and  druggists  in  the  colony.  Before 
1884  they  dispensed  prescriptions  and  sup- 
plied sundries  while  storekeepers,  small 
shops  and  hawkers  sold  domestic  drugs 
and  packed  medicines.  There  was  appar- 
ently little  controversy  between  the  chem- 
ists and  the  stores  since  the  former  sup- 
plied drugs  to  the  latter. 

Tasmania 

Attiwill  claims  that  J.  G.  Towers  was 
the  first  man  in  Tasmania  to  receive  a 
licence  as  a  druggist  by  examination  on 
October  17,  1844.  The  Chemist  &  Druggist 
(1946).  however,  states  that  Landon  Fair- 
thorne  was  examined  under  the  Act  and 
has  been  claimed  as  the  "Empire's  first 
registered  druggist,"  having  commenced 
business  in  Langford,  Tasmania,  in  1846. 

In  the  city  of  Launceston  the  Corner 
Pharmacy  was  founded  in  1825  by  Michael 
Bates. 

It  appears  that  local  associations  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists  existed  in  Hobart 
and  Launceston  from  the  1880's  if  not 
earlier.  A  register  of  chemists  in  Tas- 
mania published  in  1891  contained  62 
names. 


History  of  titles 

An  all-Australian 


conference   called  in 


1886  for  the  purpose  of  securing  agree- 
ment for  a  uniform  standard  of  examina- 
tion for  pharmacists  did  not  achieve  the 
desired  results  and  the  States  went  their 
own  ways.  An  Australasian  Society  did 
exist,  however,  for  a  few  years  from  1886. 
It  was  apparently  the  Victorian  Society 
under  another  name,  known  as  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Australasia.  It 
had  members  from  all  the  States  and  from 
New  Zealand,  but  when  societies  were 
formed  in  other  States,  it  reverted  to  its 
original  name  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Victoria. 

It  appears  that  the  title  'apothecary' 
was  used  for  a  few  years  in  New  South 
Wales  and  Victoria,  but  in  the  other 
States  'chemist  and  druggist'  or  'druggist' 
seems  to  have  been  used  from  the  earliest 
days.  Attiwill  places  the  word  'druggist' 
in  brackets  after  the  name  'apothecary'  in 
several  places.  The  most  frequently  used 
personal  titles  in  Australia  are  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  or  just  chemist.  Fegent 
(1957)  reports  that  in  1953  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  of  Australia  decided 
to  recommend  to  its  members  to  use  this 
term.  Founded  in  1907  as  the  Australian 
Conference,  the  pharmaceutical  association 
adopted  its  present  title  in  1953. 

The  organisation  of  hospital  pharmacists 
is  called  the  Australian  Society  of  Hos- 
pital Pharmaceutical  Chemists.

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New  products  launched 
after  ^Scowen'  warns 
on  oral  contraceptives 

Last  week's  warning  by  the  Committee  on  Safety  of  Drugs  on  the  dangers  asso- 
ciated with  oral  contraceptives  containing  more  than  50  microgrammes  of  oestro- 
gen per  tablet  has  precipitated  not  only  public  debate  but  a  crop  of  new  products 
to  conform  with  the  new  "safe"  standard  (see  p  529). 
The  Committee's  statement  was  released 


at  a  hurriedly-arranged  Press  conference 
on  Thursday  December  11,  following  a 
"leak"  in  a  national  newspaper.  Its  con- 
tent was,  therefore,  transmitted  to  the 
public  before  the  medical  profession  had 
received  the  letter  due  to  go  out  over  last 
weekend — and  there  was  no  opportunity 
to  give  the  usual  advance  notice  to  the 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  Press. 

As  a  result,  the  scientific  evidence — not 
yet  available  in  detail  —  has  been  sub- 
merged in  a  sensationalised  debate  carried 
on  in  the  national  news  media. 

One  company  launching  a  50-micro- 
gramme  product  is  Ortho  Pharmaceutical. 
A  spokesman  told  the  C&D  that  many 
appeals  had  been  received  asking  that  the 
80-microgramme  Ortho-Novin  1/80  should 
be  kept  on  the  market.  The  doctor  should 
be  able  to  prescribe  for  the  individual 
patient — in  arriving  at  the  1/80  formula- 
tion, Ortho  found  that  minor  side  effects 
of  the  type  causing  women  to  give  up  the 
"pill"  were  much  lower  than  with  the 
1/50  ratio  now  advised  by  the  Committee. 

Most  other  companies  are  reserving 
their  position  on  e.xisting  products,  await- 
ing the  reaction  of  the  medical  profession. 
It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  products 
will  remain  available  so  long  as  they  are 
widely  prescribed,  the  doctor  being  given 
the  opportunity  to  make  up  his  own  mind 
on  what  is  right  for  each  patient. 

Manufacturers  are  also  wanting  to  ex- 
amine the  evidence  upon  which  the  Com- 
mittee's warning  is  based.  Professor 
Scowen,  the  Committee's  chairman,  has 
told  them  that  the  evidence  will  not  be 
available  in  a  "presentable"  form  for 
about  three  months.  Until  then,  there  is 
speculation  about  its  statistical  validity.

Why  the  public 
heard  before 
the  professions 

An  explanation  of  the  Committee's 
hurried  announcement  was  given  by  Mr 
David  Ennals,  Minister  of  State,  Health 
and  Social  Security,  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  December  15. 

He  said  that  manufacturers  were  told 
on  Wednesday  of  the  Committee's  forth- 
coming recommendations,  and  they  were 
asked  to  regard  the  information  as  being 
strictly  confidential  until  the  medical  ro- 
fession  was  generally  informed. 

"In  spite  of  this,  information  relating 
to  this  confidential  meeting  had  leaked 
within  two  hours,  and  the  following  day 
— that  is.  Thursday — one  of  the  biggest 
daily  newspapers,  the  Daily  Express, 
carried  a  prominent  article  on  the  sub- 
ject. ' 

This  brought  pressure  for  a  statement 
and  the  Committee  thought  is  proper  to 
give  immediate  information  in  order  that 
there  would  not  be  uncertainty  for  several 
days. 

Mr  Ennals  regretted  the  alarm  and  des- 
pondency created  by  statements  made  in 
the  public  media.

Advice  to  pharmacists 
on  "repeat"  scripts 

Pharmacists  are  being  advised  not  to 
dispense  repeat  prescriptions  for  oral 
contraceptives  containing  the  higher 
doses  of  oestrogen  unless  the  patient 
has  consulted  her  doctor. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  a 
statement  issued  on  December  12,  says 
that  in  view  of  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendation, immediate  consideration 
has  been  given  to  "repeat"  prescrip- 
tions already  held  by  patients  or  by 
pharmacists  on  behalf  of  patients. 

"It  is  recommended  that  before 
issuing  against  these  prescriptions  any 
more  tablets  containing  higher  dose  of 
oestrogen,  pharmacists  should  advise 
the  patients  to  consult  their  doctors."

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How  effective 
is  the 
^minipiir? 

A  side  issue  to  the  main  debate  has  arisen 
through  the  Family  Planning  Association's 
continued  opposition  to  low-dose  pro- 
gestogen contraception  with  chlormadi- 
none  acetate.  This  compound  does  not 
affect  certain  blood-clotting  factors  in  the 
same  way  as  "combined"  preparations. 

The  Association's  attitude  is  based  on 
trials  reported  in  June  by  the  Council  for 
the  Investigation  of  Fertility  Control 
{C&D  June  14.  p  543).  With  1,642  cycles 
completed  in  208  women,  the  Council  had 
a  "product"  failure  rate  of  6'5  per  100 
woman  years.  Part  of  the  trial  was  con- 
ducted with  the  tablets  supplied  in  bottles 


A  chance  discovery  that  led  to  what  has 
been  called  the  first  tumour-specific  agent, 
and  a  new  drug-testing  technique  that 
holds  out  promise  of  a  new  class  of  can- 
cer chemotherapeutic  agents,  were  two  of 
the  topics  at  the  latest  symposium  organ- 
ised by  the  Society  for  Drug  Research. 

The  tumour-specific  agent,  L-aspara- 
ginase,  was  so  described  by  Professor  P. 
Alexander,  Chester  Beatty  Research  In- 
stitute, who  outlined  its  interesting  history. 
In  1953,  an  attempt  was  made  to  reduce 
an  experimental  tumour  in  mice  by  in- 
creasing the  amount  of  complement  by  an 
injection  of  guinea-pig  serum.  The  tum- 
ours disappeared  dramatically,  though  the 
effect  was  soon  shown  to  be  due  not  to 
complement  but  to  the  enzyme  aspara- 
ginase. Some  tumour  cells  were  found  to 
be  asparagine-dependent,  whereas  normal 
cells  were  not.  However,  vast  quantities  of 
guinea-pig  serum  were  required  to  treat 
a  single  tumour  and  there  was  no  other 
suitable  source  for  the  enzyme. 

New  source  of  asparaginase 

Interest  was  awakened  in  1965  when 
sufficiently  large  quantities  were  obtained 
from  E.coli  cultures,  and  with  the  avail- 
ability of  the  new  material  it  became 
evident  that  about  30  per  cent  of  leukae- 
mias were  susceptible  to  asparaginase.  In 
1968  the  enzyme  was  used  against  acute 
leukaemias  in  humans.  Later  work  on  the 
mode  of  action  has  shown  that  asparagine- 
dependent  cells  die  more  rapidly  in  the 
presence  of  the  enzyme  than  if  that  nutri- 
ent is  withheld.  Thus  the  known  lack  of 
asparagine  synthetase  in  the  cells  cannot 
be  the  sole  explanation  for  the  activity. 
In  addition,  not  all  bacterial  asparaginases 
are  effective — only  one  of  the  two  found 
in  E.coli  has  anti-tumour  activity,  for  ex- 
ample. 

In  mice,  L-asparaginase  has  a  "pheno- 
menal" therapeutic  index  and  even  in  man 
a  very  high  dose  level  is  required  to  in- 
duce serious  side  effects.  It  is  now  known 


— a  known  cause  of  "user-failures",  as 
compared  with  "memory"-type  packs. 

Syntex  Pharmaceuticals,  whose  parent 
company  developed  chlormadinone,  have 
now  accumulated  data  on  4,100  cycles  in 
a  multi-centre  British  trial.  Submission  of 
the  results  to  computer  analysis  has  indi- 
cated a  total  failure  rate  of  only  2  2  per 
100  woman  years  and  a  "product"  failure 
rate  of  0-9.  Worldwide  figures  held  by 
Syntex  give  a  product  failure  rate  of  0  85. 

The  FPA  say  their  trials  on  chlorma- 
dinone through  the  Council  for  the  In- 
vestigation of  Fertility  Control  "are 
continuing."  However,  the  Council  does 
not  appear  to  be  finding  the  same  level 
of  effectiveness  as  reported  by  Syntex.  The 
Association  therefore  does  not  stock 
chlormadinone  preparations  at  its  clinics, 
though  its  doctors  may  prescribe  them  on 
private  prescription  if  necessary. 


that  the  enzyme  is  an  immunosuppressant, 
acting  by  preventing  the  development  of 
small  lymphocytes  into  large  lymphocytes. 

Professor  Alexander  foresaw  L-aspara- 
ginase becoming  a  useful  immunosuppres- 
sant drug,  being  as  good  as  antilympho- 
cyte  serum  with  fewer  undesirable  effects. 

In  acute  leukaemias,  the  enzyme's  only 
clinical  application,  no  cures  are  possible, 
merely  remissions,  as  not  all  susceptible 
cells  are  killed.  It  may  be  that  the  en- 
zyme does  not  reach  them.  The  major  use 
is  in  combination  with  cytotoxic  agents  at 
the  beginning  of  therapy  and  again  at  the 
end  when  the  body  can  tolerate  no  fur- 
ther cytotoxics. 

From  Italy,  Professor  S.  Garattini, 
Mario  Negri  Research  Institute,  brought 
news  of  a  drug-testing  procedure  designed 
to  show  whether  a  compound  is  effective 
in  preventing  the  establishment  of  metas- 
tases —  new  cancers  derived  from  cells 
released  from  the  original  site.  The  usual 
procedures  involve  measurement  of  the 
effect  on  an  experimental  tumour's  size 
—  that  is,  they  indicate  only  whether  the 
compound  is  effective  against  tumour-cell 
proliferation. 

In  the  new  technique,  an  experimental 
tumour  is  implanted  in  the  brain  or  other 
site  of  an  animal  and,  at  intervals,  frag- 
ments of  various  tissues  are  transplanted 
to  other  animals.  Tumour  development 
indicates  dissemination  of  cancer  cells 
from  the  original  tumour.  Activity  of  a 
compound  against  this  property  can 
therefore  be  studied. 

In  that  way,  some  existing  anti-tumour 
agents  have  been  found  to  have  a  dual 
role — cyclophosphamide  for  example.  But 
other,  new,  compounds  have  shown  an 
activity  that  would  have  been  missed  by 
earlier  methods;  an  example  is  Triton 
WR  1339,  a  surface  active  agent. 

Another  view  on  screening  was  given 
by  Dr  T.  A.  Connors,  Chester  Beatty 
Institute,  who  said  that  the  degree  of 
selectivity   necessary   with    a  compound 


could  be  seen  from  the  fact  that  with 
some  experiments  a  99.993  per  cent  kill 
of  cancer  cells  could  be  achieved  —  and 
the  animals  still  died.  One  problem  was 
that  procedures  selected  only  compounds 
effective  against  dividing  cells.  It  was 
necessary  to  develop  tests  that  showed  up 
activity  against  resting  cells.  An  alterna- 
tive was  to  find  the  "trigger"  that  turned  a 
resting  cell  into  a  dividing  cell.  It  might 
then  be  possible  to  kill  the  cells  with 
existing  agents. 

A  defence  of  compound  screening  as  a 
means  of  detecting  anti-cancer  activity, 
was  put  up  by  Dr  K.  Hellman,  Imperial 
Cancer  Research  Fund,  in  an  introductory 
review  to  the  symposium.  There  was,  he 
said,  no  way  at  present  of  telling  from 
chemical  structure,  whether  or  not  there 
would  be  activity,  and  development  had 
so  far  come  from  classical  screening 
methods. 

There  had  been  considerable  improve- 
ment in  life  expectancy  in  some  areas  in 
the  past  5  or  6  years  but  largely  by  using 
existing  drugs  in  combination.  It  had  come 
with  the  realisation  that  some  drugs  were 
effective  in  inducing  remission  while  others 
were  best  suited  to  maintenance  therapy. 

It  was  not  always  realised  that  many 
cancer  cells  are  slow  growing  and.  there- 
fore, may  be  less  affected  than  normal 
cells  by  drugs  acting  only  on  cells  under- 
going division. 

More  anti-tumour  agents 

Recent  work  on  a  number  of  anti- 
tumour  agents  was  described  by  other 
contributors.  Dr  A.  M.  Creighton,  Im- 
perial Cancer  Research  Fund,  spoke  on 
iiwdiketopiperazines. 

The  compounds  were  designed  to  have 
a  chelating  action  and  so  perhaps  affect 
enzymes,  many  of  which  incorporate  trace 
metals.  Some  of  the  compounds  interfered 
with  DNA  synthesis  and  held  out  hope 
because  they  were  chemically  distinct 
from  other  agents. 

Dr  S.  B.  Carter,  Imperial  Chemical  In- 
dustries Ltd,  reported  good  results  in  ex- 
perimental solid  tumours  using  myco- 
phenolic  acid  and  Dr  H.  Muckter,  Chemie 
Grumethal  GmbH,  described  work  with 
some  thalidomide  analogues  used  in  com- 
bination with  drostanolone  propionate. 
Nucleoside  antibiotics  with  anti-tumour 
activity  were  discussed  by  Dr  C.  A.  Nichol, 
Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co. 

Dr  A.  Stock,  Chester  Beatty  Institute, 
reporting  on  a  group  of  linear  p>olymers- 
polyoxyethylene  aryl  ethers — indicated 
that  there  was  new  evidence  from  mice 
of  a  synergistic  anti-tumour  effect  with 
rubidomycin. 

Dr  M.  C.  Berenbaum,  Institute  of  Child 
Health,  showed  a  correlation  between 
cytotoxic  action  and  immunosuppression, 
the  same  drugs  being  used  with  the  same 
dose  range  in  each  case. 

In  the  final  paper,  Dr  D.  A.  G.  Galton, 
Chester  Beatty  Research  Institute,  wished 
the  opposite  "trigger"  to  that  mentioned 
by  Dr  Connors  could  be  found.  "Wouldn't 
it  be  exciting  if  we  could  find  the  trigger 
that  would  turn  a  proliferating  cancer  cell 
into  a  non-proliferating  cell?  Cancers 
could  all  be  turned  into  adenomas:  just 
lumps." 


Cancerinew  hopes  from 
chemotlwrapy

The  time  will  come  when  your  longest- 
serving  manager  will  put  aside  his  overall 
for  ever.  Can  he  look  forward  to  a  well- 
provided  and  worry-free  retirement? 

Despite  the  fact  that  in  April  1972  the 
Government's  much  heralded  and  much 
disputed  earnings-related  pension  scheme 
is  due  to  come  into  force,  there  will  still 
v'ei-y  much  be  a  need  for  employers  to 
provide  pensions  for  their  key  employees 
— at  least  for  those  of  managerial  status. 

The  reason  for  that  is  simply  that  the 
ceiling  under  the  new  State  scheme  for 
benefits  (although,  unfortunately,  not  the 
ceiling  for  employers'  contributions)  is 
limited  to  \\  times  national  average  earn- 
ings. The  maximum  pension  which  will  be 
paid  will  be  36f  per  cent  of  ly  times 
national  average  earnings — equivalent  to 
about  £13  a  week  at  the  current  level  of 
earnings. 

It  is  quite  clear  that  this  will  be  in- 
adequate as  a  pension  for  a  pharmacist 
who  has  been  in  charge  of  a  pharmacy 
for  a  number  of  years,  and  thus  it  is 
,  generally  to  his  employer  that  such  a 
A  man  will  look  for  an  adequate  pension. 
Almost  certainly,  to  save  cost,  the 
aim  will  be  to  provide  a  pension 
iMily  for  selected  members  of 
f     the  staff,  rather  than  for  all 
and  sundry.  In  this  case, 
probably  the  type  of 
contract  most  suit- 
able will  be 
that  known 


generally  by 
insurance  men  as 
an  executive  pension 
plan,  or  a  "top  hat" 
policy.  The  principle  of ; 
policies  is  much  the  same,  the 
chief  point  being  that  an  em- 
ployer may  decide  exactly  how 
much  to  contribute  towards  a 
pension  for  each  individual  em- 
ployee. In  just  the  same  way 
that  salary  levels  are  decided 
on  in  an  individual  way,  the 
same  principal  can  apply  to  the 
provision    of    a  pension. 
The  usual  procedure  is  for 
the  full  cost  of  the  pension  to 
be  met  by  the  employer,  and 
this  ranks  as  a  normal  busi- 
ness expense  for  tax  purposes.

Nevertheless,  there  may  well  be  occa- 
sions when  the  expectations  of  an  em- 
ployee are  higher  than  the  calculated 
generosity  of  his  employer.  In  that  case, 
if  an  employee  wishes  to  be  provided  with 
a  higher  pension  than  that  being  paid  for 
by  his  employer,  it  is  for  him  to  contribute 
towards  the  cost  from  his  own  salary. 
This  is  quite  sensible,  for  there  is  nothing 
to  prevent  an  arrangement  being  made 
between  an  employer  and  employee 
whereby  the  latter  agrees  to  contribute 
towards  the  premiums. 

Although  this  can  be  achieved  easily 
enough,  there  is  a  practical  drawback  for 
an  employee  who  adopts  this  course.  It  is 
simply  that  he  will  be  able  to  claim  no 
more  than  the  normal  two-fifths  relief  of 
income  tax  (the  same  as  for  the  premium 
for  a  life  assurance  policy)  on  the  pre- 
miums he  pays  towards  his  own  pension 
contribution  in  this  way.  This  compares 
unfavourably  with  the  fact  that  an  em- 
ployee's contributions  to  any  basic  pen- 
sion scheme  are  likely  to  be  free  of  all 
tax.  Another  point  is  that,  since  an 
employee  will  have  to  pay  tax  on  the 
benefits  from  an  individually  arranged 
pension,  it  is  particularly  important  to  see 
that  he  obtains  full  tax  relief  on  any 
contributions  which  he  makes  towards  it. 

Difficulty  overcome 

Fortunately  there  is  a  way  in  which 
this  difficulty  can  be  overcome.  Basically, 
all  that  is  necessary  is  for  an  employee 
for  whom  such  an  arrangement  is  made 
to  agree  to  sacrifice  part  of  his  salary 
— with  the  amount  of  the  "sacrifice"  being 
the  same  as  his  intended  contribution  to 
this  pension.  The  actual  amount  of  the 
"sacrifice"  can  then  be  paid  by  the 
employer,  together  with  the  amount  which 
the  employer  had  decided  would  be  paid 
in  any  case,  direct  to  the  insurance  com- 
pany as  premium  under  the  policy. 

The  practical  effect  of  this  manoeuvre 
is  simply  to  allow  the  employee  con- 
cerned full  relief  of  tax  on  his  contribu- 
tion. This  is  because  he  is  never  paid  in 
the  form  of  salary  the  amount  of  his 
contribution. 

There  is  a'  wide  variety  of  pension 
contracts  along  these  lines  available  in 
the  insurance  market.  Although  the 
Chemists  Mutual  Insurance  Company  does 
not  itself  write  contracts  of  this  kind,  it 
can  act  as  agent  in  making  the  necessary 
arrangements.  In  this  case,  usually  it  is 
prepared  to  rebate  to  the  employer  a  sub- 
stantial proportion  of  the  commission 
which  it  is  paid  by  the  insurance  com- 
pany for  the  introduction  of  the  business. 

That  is  one  course.  Another  way  of 
tackling  this  problem,  which  may  well 
give  better  value  for  money,  is  to  go 
direct  to  one  of  the  few  life  offices  which 
pay  no  commission  for  the  introduction 
of  business.  The  advantage  of  this  is  that 


expense  ratio  is  generally  half  that  of 
other  offices.  If  a  mutual  office  is  chosen, 
the  whole  of  that  saving  inures  to  the 
benefit  of  policy  holders. 

It  is,  perhaps,  worth  looking  in  some 
detail  at  the  pension  arrangements  made 
by  one  such  non-commission  mutual  office. 
The  London  Life  Association  Ltd. 

The  office  recommends  that  two  policies 
should  be  effected  on  the  life  of  each 
selected  employee :  one  to  provide  the 
pension  benefit  at  retirement  and  the 
other  to  provide  financial  protection  in 
the  event  of  death  in  service  before  reach- 
ing the  age  of  retirement.  The  great 
advantage  of  using  two  policies,  rather 
than  the  single  contract  adopted  by  many 
offices,  is  that  it  means  the  amount  of  each 
type  of  benefit  can  be  determined  in- 
dependently of  the  other.  This  can  be 
particularly  important  when  the  arrange- 
ments are  made  for  an  employee  who  will 
not  have  so  very  much  longer  to  serve 
before  reaching  the  age  of  retirement. 

It  is  important  that  the  pension  policy 
should  be  arranged  on  a  with-profit  basis, 
so  that  it  participates  in  the  bonus  allo- 
cations made  from  the  profits  of  the 
office.  For  instance,  the  London  Life's 
bonus  rate  for  the  year  beginning  July  1, 
1969,  is  78s  per  cent  per  annum  com- 
pound. 

On  this  basis,  therefore,  a  fixed  mini- 
mum pension  is  secured,  to  which  com- 
pound reversionary  bonuses  (at  the  rate 
declared  annually)  attach  until  normal 
retirement. 

When  the  employee  for  whom  one  of 
these  pensions  has  been  arranged  retires, 
the  employer  can  authorise  the  pension 
to  begin  to  be  paid.  If,  on  the  other  hand, 
a  higher  pension  would  be  secured  by 
exchanging  the  pension  (on  guaranteed 
terms)  for  a  cash  sum,  and  using  that  to 
purchase  an  immediate  annuity  at  the 
rates  in  force  at  the  time,  this  alternative 
course  can  be  taken.  The  flexibility  can 
be  very  valuable. 

An  important  feature  of  these  policies 
is  that  an  employee  at  retirement  can,  if 
he  wishes,  commute  part  of  his  pension 
in  tax-free  cash  form.  Even  if  he  does  not 
wish  to  use  it  as  capital,  there  may  well 
be  tax  advantages  in  taking  this  course 
and  purchasing  an  immediate  annuity  in 
the  open  market.  This  is  because  he  will 
pay  income  tax  (less  earned  income  relief) 
on  the  whole  of  a  pension,  but,  although 
the  earned  income  relief  is  lost,  only  part 
of  the  income  from  a  purchased  annuity 
is  taxable. 

Inland  Revenue  regulations  normally 
permit  an  employee  to  exchange  up  to 
one-quarter  of  his  total  pension  for  a 
tax-free  lump  sum  on  retirement.  If  the 
employer  is  a  partnership,  the  maximum 
tax-free  lump  sum  is  £5,000. 

Arrangements  can  be  made  at  the  out- 
set so  that,  in  the  event  of  the  employee's 


death  during  service,  the  premium:,  paid 
towards  the  policy  will  be  returnable 
(with  or  without  interest),  or  non-return- 
able. In  the  event  of  early  retirement  or 
withdrawal  from  service,  especially  worth- 
while surrender  values  will  be  paid. 

Generally  the  maximum  permissible 
pension  that  may  be  provided  by  an  em- 
ployer is  two-thirds  of  final  earnings.  If, 
however,  an  employee  has  been  working 
for  one  for  less  than  20  years,  the  Inland 
Revenue  imposes  lower  limits.  The  type 
of  policy,  however,  is  quite  flexible  and 
any  figure  within  the  prescribed  limits  can 
be  chosen.  What  is  more,  the  benefits  can 
be  increased  at  any  time  to  correspond 
to  changes  in  the  level  of  salary.  This  is 
an  important  point,  since  it  is  generally 
considered  that,  when  increases  in  salary 
are  made,  so  there  should  be  an  increase 
in  the  benefits  provided  under  a  policy 
of  this  type. 

Generally  a  pension  will  be  guaranteed 
for  five  years  after  retirement  date  even 
if  an  employee  should  die  within  that 
period.  Alternatively,  a  joint  pension  can 
be  taken.  It  would  be  payable  as  long  as 
the  ex-employee  or  his  wife  is  alive. 

Another  variation  is  that,  in  the  event 
of  retirement  within  ten  years  of  normal 
retirement  date,  or  at  any  time  before 
normal  retirement  date  due  to  ill-health, 
a  reduced  pension  is  payable.  In  the  same 
way,  if  retirement  should  be  postponed, 
premiums  would  cease  and  an  increased 
pension  would  be  payable  on  eventual 
retirement. 

In  the  event  of  an  employee  leaving  to 
join  another  employer,  his  new  employer 
might  be  prepared  to  continue  to  pay  pre- 
miums towards  the  policy.  That  would  be 
for  the  employee  to  arrange,  but  there 
should  be  no  complications  so  far  as  the 
life  office  is  concerned. 

Maximum  advantages 

The  second  policy  provides  life  assur- 
ance, in  the  form  of  a  fixed  level  of  sum 
assured,  and  the  contract  normally  is 
drawn  up  in  such  a  way  as  to  provide  the 
maximum  estate  duty  advantages  in  the 
event  of  the  employee's  death  in  service. 

The  maximum  life  assurance  benefit 
approvable  by  the  Inland  Revenue,  taking 
into  account  any  other  schemes  of  which 
an  employee  is  a  member,  normally  is 
seven  times  his  salary,  and  up  to  this  limit 
can  be  provided  by  the  policy,  subject  to 
the  medical  evidence  being  satisfactory. 

The  arrangements  for  this  kind  of  con- 
tract with  an  employee  can  be  quite 
straightforward.  Generally  the  employer 
and  employee  exchange  letters,  with  the 
effect  of  creating  a  trust  over  the  policies. 
The  life  office  will  give  help  in  drawing 
up  the  letters,  which  should  set  out  in  full 
detail  all  the  provisions  of  the  scheme, 
and  it  will  also  negotiate  with  the  Inland 
Revenue  for  the  approval  of  the  scheme.
